The 
recording was made at Shelton’s 
farm, Golden Rule Acres, June 26, 
a month before Bernie wag as‘ 
sassinated trom ambush in the 


parking lot of’ his Parkway tav- 
ern on Farmington road. 
Prosecutor’s Statement. 

“To those of you who know 
the ruthlessness of the Shelton 
mob I make no _ explanation, 
“Hull's statement continued. “To 
those of you who do not know 
the Sheltons, I give you the fol- 
lowing facts: 

“As state’s attorney, it was 
my duty to investigate the fla- 
grant pistoi-slapping of Richard 
Murphy by Bernie Shelton, Ray 
Walker and John Kelly, which 
occurred, according to witnesses, 
at the Parkway tavern on the 
evening of May 30, 1948. 

“At first, in conducting the in- 
vestigation, I found all witnesses 
outraged at the conduct of these 
three men, and witnesses were 
willing to talk freely; but within 


seemed to be a noticeable change 
in the attitude of witnesses, who 
came to give statements, to the 
point of even refusing to talk to 
me or members of my staff. 

“Realizing that this condition 
could result from pressure tactics 
on the part of the Shelton mob 
(notorious for outlawry in this 
area), and realizing that every 
Peoria citizen is in danger of 
similar treatment by this mob un- 
less the case was thoroughly in- 
vestigated, and prosecuted if 
found illegal, I found it neces- 
sary to recall the grand jury for 
the express purpose of investi- 
gating the Shelton case.

ABSORBING BOOSTS 
IN ICE CREAM PRICE 


Others Pass on To Custom- 
ers the Higher Charges 
of Wholesalers. 


Ice cream cones still. sell for 
the same price at most corner 
stores, but Junior, if he 
carefully, is likely to find 
a little les# of the frozén delicacy 
in his coné. 

Wholesale price increases were 
announced last month by several 
of the large manufacturers, includ- 
ing Pevely and St. Louis dairies, 
which boosted their price om 
$1.50 to $1.65 a gallon. Some re- 
taflers have absorbed ‘the | in- 
crease as a- good-will gesture, 
other have passed it on to cus- 
tomers. 

The Velvet Freeze and Green 
Lea firms, with a large number 
of retail outlets, have not in- 
creased prices recently, despite 
rises in costs of milk products. 
A chain drug firm. which has its 
own ice cream plant, increased 
its prices two cents a quart last 
week, 

Meanwhile, a chain supermar- 
ket operator, Harry Schenberg, 
announced in an advertisement 
that for the month of August 
grade A milks of the major dairies 
would be sold at wholesale price 
— 20% cents a quart — in his 
stores. Regular retail price is 
23% cents. . 

“We, along with our customers, 
think that milk is priced out- 
rageously high,” Schenberg said. 
“Tf the other supermarkets go 
along with us it may do some 
good. We figure we always have 
a dozen or more items in our 
stores that are sold for cost any- 
way, so one more item shouldn’t 
hurt us.”

LOMATKIN, Soviet Consul 


Consul Genera] Says She 
Had Been ‘Kidnaped’ 
to Prevent Her Return 
to Russia. 


VALLEY COTTAGE, N.Y., Aug. 
7. (AP)—A 52-year-old Russian 
woman school teacher tonight be- 
came the storm center of a Rus- 
sian tug-of-war that ranged from 
here to the New York City Soviet 
Consulate with repercussions in 
Washington. 

The (woman, identified as 


Kosenkina, Oksana Stepanovna 
was driven away today from Reed 
farm, opérated here by Countess 
Alexandra Tolstoy, youngest 
daughter of the Russian novelist, 
as a White Russian retreat. 

In New York, Soviet Consul Gen- 


eral Jacob Lomakin’ said she had/ 


been “rescued” from the farm 
after White Russians forcibly took 
her there to keep her from return- 
ing to the Soviet Union. 

The woman, a chemistry teacher 
at a school operated by the Soviet 
Government for the children of 
United Nations personnel, sat be- 
side Lomakin and an aid in the 
Consulate as.they told her story 
to reporters. She occasionally an- 
swered questions and they trans- 
lated to the newspapermen. 

But Countess Tolstoy said Mrs. 
Kosenkina had come to Reed 
farm because “she believed she 
was going to shot,” and went back 
to New York with the Soviets 
today saying “if they shoot me, 
maybe it is the best way out.” The 
Countess said Mrs. Kosenkina did’ 
not wish to return to the Soviet 
Union.

Later, in Washington, Represen- 
tative Mundt (Rep.), South Da- 
kota, said the school teacher was 
going to tell the House UnAmeri- 
can Activities committee, of which 
he is acting chairman, all about 
Russian aggression. Mundt said 
she was being held in the New 
York Consulate against her~ will 
and the, FBI was investigating to 
see if there was kidnaping.

chances in a raffle for a new 
Ford automobile. 


Intermingled with the usual as- 
sortment of such rides for chil- 
dren as a merry-go-round and a 
ferris wheel were at least 10 gam- 
bling booths. Bets by several 
players totaled as much as $20 on 
one throw at a dice game booth. 


Bingo 10 Cents a Card. 


Most popular gambling game 
among the swarms of people who 
thronged through the carnival was 
bingo, at 10 cents a card, There 
were seats for 100 players around 
the bingo booth in the center of 
the grounds. 


The dice game attracted more 
serious betters. Two attendants 
operating the booth had large 
piles of currency and change in 
front of them, raking in’ ‘the 
houge’s winnings from wunder- 
neath a raised board against 
which the players were required 
to throw the dice. A bet of $3 
was accepted ‘from one man while 
a Post-Dispatch reporter looked 


table and two uniformed police- 
men watched from the other side. 

Odds on the game favored the 
house. If the numbers. two dice 
thrown by a player totaled 5, 6, 
7 or 8, the house .won. On any 
other combination, the player 
won.

If the 
ball came to rest in one of the 
cake pans, and if the player had 
bet on the right color, he won— 
as much as 15 to one. The ball 
landed in one of the pans none 
too frequently. 


“No “Minors” signs had been 
erected at all the gambling booths 
except the dice game, and the. 
children at the “Civic Festival” 
apparently limited their activities 
to wolfing 10-cent hot dogs and 
taking the rides set up for them. 
Beer and liquor were not being 
sold.

Both St. Louis County Sheriff 
Arthur C. Mosley and his chief 
deputy, William Smith, were out 
‘of town last night on a fishing trip 
near St. Clair in Franklin coun-/ 
ty.

NAVY CONTRACTS 
FOR. FLUSH-DECK 
AIRCRAFT CARRIER 


$100,000,000 Craft Will Be 
1000 Feet Long and 
130 Feet Wide. 


. WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
The United States Navy an- 
nounced tonight that construction 
would get under way scon on its 
$100,000,000 giant flush-deck air- 
craft carrier. 

The carrier will be the largest 
ship afloat, a Navy spokesman 
said, with a water line length of 
more than 1000 feet, and a beam, 
or width, of 130 feet. That will be 
20 feet wider than the Panama 
Canal locks. 

The huge’ vessel will be con- 
structed by the Newport News 
Shipbuilding & Drydock Co., New- 
port News, Va. The job is ex- 
pected to take two years. . 

With a speed of about 36 knots, 
the ship will have no island on the 
deck, such as carriers now have. 
The additional space will be used 
in’ handling larger carrier bomb- 
ers now being contemplated. 

A Navy spokesman at Newport 
News said the vessel might event- 
ually be an 80,000-ton craft.

However, legislators said Tru- 
man can give Tobin a recess ap- 
pointment while Congress is’ in’ 
adjournment. ~-They said Tobin 
then can serve and draw his $15,- 
000-a-year salary’ pending action 
at the next session of Congress. 


Tobin is a former Democratic 
mayor of Boston. He was named 
to succeed Lewis B. Schwellen- 
bach, who died two months ago. 


Senator Barkley of Kentucky, 
Democratic vice presidential nom- 
inee, ‘asked for Senate confirma- 
tion tonight on the ground ‘that, 
barring “extraordinary . circum- 
stances, the President has the un- 
questioned right to choose mem- 
bers of. his own ‘cabinet.” 


Taft said there is no Senate 
rule that permits action on a cabi- 
net appointment before it has 
been examined by a committee. 


Along with the Tobin appoint- 
ment, more than 100 other nomi- 


‘nations by President Truman died 
'with the close of the session. 


Republican leaders announced 
as soon as the special session con- 
vened they would take no action 
on these nominations. They didn’t. 


The President sent the Tobin 
nomination to Capitol Hill tonight 
because of a legal situation. If he 
had failed to send it before Con-

The Republicans had rejected 
most of the President's legislative

2. Compel Federal Reserve 
banks to increase the amount of 
money they have on reserve by 
4 per cent on demand deposits 
and 1%‘per cent on time de- 
posits. The theory is that, this 
will curb inflation by reducing 
the amount of money the banks 
may ‘lend.

What actu- | 
ally happened was that the Berlin | 
black market was handed on a 
gilver platter to the Russians.

ettes, 80 per cent; foodstuffs, in- 
cluding coffee and candy, 15 per | 
cent; miscellaneous items such as | 
soap, razor blades and items of | 
clothing, 5 per cent. The standard | 
price of American cigarettes in | 
marks was equivalent to six cents | 
each or $1.25 a package and $12, 
a carton. | 

The evacuation of displaced per- | 
sons had scarcely been completed | 
last Sunday when American cigar- | 
ettes disappeared from western | 
Berlin’s black market. Into the 
void swarmed Russian and Polish 
peddlers who were evidently pre-— 
pared for the opportunity and who 
were furnished with quantities of | 
ill-smelling Russian cigarettes 
made of tobacco from Russia, | 
Hungary and Yugoslavia. | 

The price demanded—from $2.40 
to $3 a carton was about: one-. 
fourth the rate previously exacted | 
for American cigarettes. The. 
point was that the hucksters fe-| 
fused to accept payment in. any-| 
thing but Westmarks. | 

U.S. Cigarettes Flown In. 

Private use of thesé bills spon- 
sored by the three western occu- 
pation powers is illega] in the Rus- 
sian sector and zone. Their pos- | 
session is punishable by confisca- | 
tion and arrest. But the Soviet 
military administration for pur- 
poses of its own is gathering into | 
its coffers every estmark on 
which it can lay hands through | 
the cigarette sales of its agents in | 
western Berlin.

Louis locker manufacturing plant 
said his firm, which in the past 
obtained about 35 per cent of its 

| steel from Granite City, now would 
try to get more there to save 
freight charges. He said his firm, 
which buys sheet steel in Chicago 
and Pittsburgh at an average 
| price of $5 a hundred pounds, now 
would pay 20 cents a hundred 
‘pounds additional, or an increase 
'of 4 per cent. 

He said most manufacturers are 
so pleased to get steel that if they 
can buy it at mills at regular

As is' so often the case in pronounce- 
ments which come from the Un-American 
Activities Committee, there is not a shred 
of evidence to support the latter conclu- 
sion, reflecting on the integrity of both 
the Attorney General and the grand jury. 

But already Mundt and the committee 
chairman, Representative J. Parnell Thomas, 
have suggested the calling of a new grand 
jury, to sit in Washington where the com- 
mittee could keep an eye on it. Representa- 
tive John Rankin, the intellectual heir in

sissippi, seconded the motion, but wanted 
the proposed new grand jury to delve into 
Communist activities in state, county and 
city offices, too.

Were the present hearings to be held in| 


court, a trial jury would be instructed by a 
judge to disregard the circumstance that a 
defendant chooses not to testify in his own 
hehalf. But in the court of public opinion, 
where this matter now rests, other rules 
may apply. 

Take the case of Gregory Silvermaster, 
named by Miss Bentley as the leader of one 
of two spy rings in Washington with whom 
she dealt.

But when he was asked 
whether he was a Communist, or whether 
he knew others whom Miss Bentley had 
described as members of the “Silvermaster 
ring,’’ he declined to answer on the ground 
that he might incriminate himself. 

Miss Bentley also told how, when 
Silvermaster’s job was in jeopardy, Lauchlin 
Currie, for six years administrative assistant 
to President Roosevelt, and briefly to Presi- 
dent Truman, had intervened to save it.

Silvermaster himself added a few details 
to that. He said Currie had indeed inter- 
vened in his behalf. Naval intelligence of- 
ficers had sought his removal on the ground 
that he was not to be trusted. It was 
through Currie’s influence that Silvermaster 
obtained a letter from former Secretary of 
War Robert Patterson expressing confidence 
in his loyalty, a letter which had the effect

Of Remington Miss Bentley said that he 
was a Communist, operating outside the 
two “rings’’ she described, but supplying 
her with information on war production 
which she took back to New York and 
turned over to the late Jacob Golos, a little- 
known but powerful figure in American 
Communist circles. Miss Bentley, a gradu- 
ate of Vassar and Columbia University, now 
40 years old, was in love with Golos, she 
said, and it was in that fashion that she was 
drawn into becoming a messenger between 
him and the Washington Communists. 

Remington said he did not know either 
Golos or Miss Bentley as Communists, but 
agreed to give Miss Bentley information on 
war production for a book and magazine 
articles he understood Golos was writing. 

The Remington version of what happened 
Strains credulity. He says he met Miss 
Bentley ‘‘six to 10 times’ in Washington 
and gave her information that was available 
to any newspaper reporter or research work- 
er, as he understood her to be. 

But he didn’t meet her in his office. He 
met her on street corners, at the Mellon 
Art Gallery, at a downtown drug store, 
where they had lunch, or, on occasion, in a 
park near the art gallery. She pressed on 
him copies of the Daily Worker, the official 
Communist newspaper, and he paid her for 
them. He also gave her about $350 as a 
contribution, he says, to the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee, which turns out 
to be a Communist Front organization, but 
which he understood was to aid persons who 
had escaped from oppression in Hitlerite 
Germany. Remington denies vehemently 
that he is, or ever has been a Communist. 

Urged by the Senators to look at what he 
did in retrospect and try to evaluate it, 
Remington admitted his dealings with ‘Miss 
Bentley had been “foolish and preposter- 
ous.”’

Miss Bentley learned something about 
airplane production—but production figures 
were public information from time to time 
during the war. She learned sometifing 
about the B-29 and had photographs and 
plans for it before the super bomber went 
into action against Japan. She learned 
something about our policy toward China. 
and she learned —- third hand — that the 
United States was about to break one of 
the Russian codes. She learned from Rem- 
ington a formula for making synthetic rub- 
ber from garbage. 

Of course, the United States didn’t make 
synthetic rubber from garbage. Reming- 
ton’s account of this episode seems to make 
sense. He said he cited the rubber from 
garbage formula to her as an illustration of 
how the WPB was, as he saw it, delaying 
important decisions on the synthetic rub- 
ber program by investigating crackpot ideas 
submitted to it. 


However it turns out, the great spy 
hunt of the summer of 1948 has 
dwarfed in the public mind thought of the 
menacing inflation which could be more 
disastrous to this nation than a full- 
fledged active functioning spy ring. It 
has diverted a share of the public atten- 
tion from the critical issues over Berlin 
and our conflict with Russia on the whole 
question of Western Europe. 

It has almost completely taken ‘the play 
away from President Truman, who seemed 
to have gained a momentary political ad- 
vantage in calling Congress back and asking 
it to face up to the pressing problems which 
afflict the domestic. scene. 

The theory being voiced in some quarters 
was that adjournment of Congress without 
producing adequate legislation to deal with 
the nation’s chief problems would be for- 
gotten by election time—if the spy hunt 
pot can be kept boiling. 

And the spy story has provided, for those 
relentless, dyed-in-the-wool enemies of a 
great President who lies’ buried in Hyde 
Park a new excuse for another assault on 
his memory, because'all those accused were 
brought into the Federal Government during 
his administrations and some of them rose 
to high positions of influence there.

While recognizing that city, state and 
federal funds would be required for slum 
clearance and low-rent housing, Kennelly 
and Mumford decided to invite private cor- 
porations to erect modern apartments on 
the ,sites newly cleared of slum hovels. 
They had in mind such corporations as the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. which has 
been spending hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars to put up-to-date housing on old slum 
plots in New York City. 


Insurance Company Plans 
To Build 1400 Housing Units. 


After months of negotiations, the Ken- 
nelly-Mumford team has just been able to 
announce its first tangible success in this 
direction: the New York Life Insurance Co. 
has been persuaded to attempt in Chicago 
what the Metropolitan Li's has been doing 
in New York. Specifically, the New York 
Life has made this proposition to the city 
of Chicago: 

1. The insurance company will con- 
struct 1400 family dwelling units on the 
blighted South Side area bounded by 
Thirty-first and Thirty-third streets, 
South Parkway and the [Illinois Central 
Railroad right-of-way along Lake Mich- 
igan. 

2. The project will consist of a com- 
bination of high and low apartment build- 
ings covering only 10 per cent.of the 60- 
acre site. The remainder of the site 
would be deeded back to the municipality 
for public parks and streets. 

&. The company offers to pay the city 
50 cents a square foot for the area. 
The city would have to pay about $2 a 
square foot to acquire the land from its 
present owners, through direct purchase 
or condemnation, 

Co-ordinator Mumford estimates the 
project would involve an investment of be- 
tween $3,000,000 and $4,000,000 by the 
city and between $15,000,000 and $20,000,- 
000 by the company. 

‘“‘We are all treinendously gratified to 
have this tangible offer,’’ Mumford says. 
‘It is the first such firm offer received and 
it is very encouraging evidence of the inter- 
est of major investors in the Chicago slum 
clearance program on which so many 
people have worked. The $64 question has 
always been whether under today’s high 
construction costs investors would be will- 
ing to undertake projects now. This is en- 
couraging evidence that they will do so. 

“The proposed project is a sound one

Insurance Funds to Cities 
Willing to Do More Than Talk. 


The New York Life apartments, built 
with private moneys and paying full taxes, 
would charge considerably higher rentals 
than the low-rent apartments, heavily sub- 
sidized by the tax-paying citizens, For in- 
stance, Co-ordinator Mumford estimates 
that the insurance company project, if built 
under today’s costs, will result in rentals 
ranging from $75 to $80 a month for a 
314-room (one-bedroom) apartment; $90 to 
$100 a month for a 4%-room (two-bed- 
room) apartment, and slightly higher for 
a three-bedroom apartment. 

These apartments also will be fancier 
than the.low-rent ones. Gen. Otto L. Nel- 
son Jr., Vice president of the New York 
Life, who conducted the negotiations with 
Co-ordinator Mumford, said the project 
would be execute” so as to reflect credit 
on both the company and the city. 

It may be of interest to St. Louis and 
other cities with slum clearance and re- 
development problems to know that the 

New York Life Insurance Co. has $400,- 
000,000 it could legally spend on hous- 
ing investments, and already $100,000,- 
000 has been allocated for this purpose. 

The Chicago proposition is in the nature 
of a test as to whether municipalities, 
which talk a lot about slum clearance, are 
willing to follow through and cut red tape 
and needless delays. 

So far St. Louis has not been able to 
interest the insirance companies. But 
neither was Chicago until after it passed 
a slum clearance bond issue, Obviously, 
the insurance compan-es do not care to 
prepare plans and specifications to build 
on a site which may not become avail- 
able. 

The New York Life proposition mate- 
rialized eight months after Chicago voters 
had approved a $30,000,000 bond issue—~ 
half for slum clearance anc half for low- 
rent housing elsewhere to take care of the 
“slum DPs.” This $30,000,000 ds matched 
in part by state housing funds, and certain 
federal housing appropriations also are 
available. 
pected to attract 3125,000,000 from private 
builders for new housing. 

St. Louis is to vote at the Nov. 2 gen- 
eral election on a $16,000,000 bond issue 
to eradicate the slums from the central 
area bounded by Grand boulevard and 
Olive, Market and “‘ourteenth streets. It 
, also would serve as a revolving fund for 
rehabilitating other slum areas. 

Apart from the fact that many of the 
leading insurance companies have their 
headquarters in New York, that metropolis 
bas an advantage in inducing them to in- 
vest in housing there in that it can offer 
partial tax exemption. Under the Illinois 
constitution, tax exemption is prohibited, 
so the best Chicago can do is to offer slum 
land at its real use value. St. Louis plans 
to follow the latter procedure,

Richard O. Boyer’s letter in your Aug. 
5 paper is a masterpiece of omission. 
It is replete with references to his an- 
cestors, with devotion to the Bill of 
Rights, and with protestations that the 
Communists in America are, after all, 
merely a misunderstood variety of So- 
cialists. 

However, it is silent as to the fact 
that the 12 Communist leaders were in- 
dicted not for merely being Communists 
but for advocating the destruction and 
overthrow of our Government by force 
and violence—an offense under the 
Smith Alien Registration Act. 

It is silent as.to the fact that in 
those countries where Communism pre- 
vails, namely, the U.S.S.R., Lithuania, 
Estonia, Latvia, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Poland, Bulgaria, Romania, Al- 
bania and Northern China, Communism 
has come into effect not by a free major- 
ity’s ballot, but by bayonets, grenades, 
tanks and the N.K.V.D. 

It is silent as to the fact that in all 
of those countries the rights of an indi- 
vidual to free speech, to trial by jury, to 
peaceable assembly, to own arms, to ex- 
ercise religious freedom, and to enjoy 
the other guarantees of our Bill of 
Rights are, in a manner of speaking, 
subject to question. 

It is silent as to the fact that in all 
of those countries the rights of all peo- 
ple living therein to the equal protec- 
tion of the laws and to be protected 
against losing their property without 
due process of law are unknown. 


It is silent as to the fact that there : 


is reason to believe that a working liai- 
son has been for many years and now is 
effective between the Communist party 
in America and the Cominform, the Com- 
intern and the Kremlin. 

It is silent as to the fact that the in- 
terests of the Kremlin are so much at 
variance with those of the United States 
that some not unreasonable persons an- 
‘ticipate a state of war between the two 
nations within a matter of months, with 
the obvious corollary that it is to the 
interest of Russia to benefit from the 
operations, intelligence, espionage, and 
infiltration-into-government of as many 
of its friends and servants as is possible 
at this time. 

The fact is that in no country has 
the Communist party ever clearly and 
honestly announced what it stood for 
prior to its accession to power. The fact 
is that its all-things-to-all-men label 
hides a sleeping powder whose after-ef- 
fects bring nothing less than overthrow 
of government by force and violence and 
devout fealty to Soviet Russia, The con- 
clusion is that an ostrich attitude is not 
realistic in viewing either this so-called 
“party” or its top leaders; they have 
been indicted for plotting to overthrow 
our Government; if they are proved 
guilty to the satisfaction of a juyy— 
more of a trial than they would receive 
in a Slavic or Balkan country — then 
there is no occasion to compare the ac- 
tion of the New York grand jury with 
the words Nazism, Hitleresque, Fas-

against Shelton and two associates. 

But if the dead Sheltons cannot tell with their 
own lips what state official collected the $2000 
a month bribe, there are others who can tell. 
It is up to two men above all others in Illinois 
to see that those who can tell are made to tell. 

One of these men is Gov. Green. 

The other is Attorney General Barrett. 

Dwight H. Green is represented now as the 
fearless prosecuting official who put Al Capone 
behind prison bars in 1931. He is supposed to 
be the knight in shining armor who, in the words 
of his campaign biographers, brought about “the 
end of a mobster and an era.” 

In those days Dwight Green was merely a 
youthful assistant in the office of the District 
Attorney in Chicago. Today he is the Governor 
of the entire state of Illinois. Today he has all 
the authority of a powerful office at his com- 
mand. Today he can make what he did 17 years 
ago seem small stuff indeed. 

George F. Barrett heads the prosecuting ma- 
chinery of Illinois. Prosecutions for law viola- 
tions are the responsibility of local state’s at- 
torneys in the first instance. But when county 
authorities default, the Attorney General is the 
official on whom citizens may rely to protect 
their lives and the good name of their state. 

While every community in Illinois is not yet 
under the blight, the state as a whole is a mass 
of syndicated gambling operations—dice games, 
handbooks, slot machines, and all the rest. Big 
money is involved. These rackets cannot sur- 
vive, the laws being what they are, without con- 
nections with politicians. The $2000-a-month pay- 
off by Carl Shelton to the unnamed state of- 
ficial is proof enough. 

Dwight Green wants a third term as Gov- 
ernor. George F. Barrett wants a third term 
as Attorney General. Yet they sit at the top 
of a State. Government which presides over a 
vast, undermining, corrupting underworld. 

Are the people of Illinois going to take it? 

Or are they going to serve notice on Green 
and Barrett that whether these elected officers 
serve one minute past next January they Mave 
sworn duties to perform in what remains of their 
present terms?

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Then and Now 


The passing of Rosika Schwimmer inevitably 
recalls what Justice Oliver Wendel! Holmes said 
almost 20 years ago about the passionate refusal 
of the Government to grant her American citi- 
zenship. As one rereads his clear-headed dis- 
sent, it sounds mightily like a tract for our times. 

There was a big stir once about this able 
woman.. Although she had qualified for citizen- 
ship in every “other way, and despite the fact 
that she was then 50 years old, her plea was 
denied because she refused to bear arms in de- 
fense of the Constitution. Al! sight was lost 
of those attainments which, to the mind of 
Holmes, made her “obviously more than ordinar- 
ily desirable as a citizen of the United States.” 
Everything seemed to be nullified by her paci- 
fism, a creed which Holmes refused to hold un- 
constitutional. ' 

Read after a war in which the nation legally 
recognized conscientious objectors, the pleadings 
of the Department of Justice seem to have been 
motivated by irrational fear, almost a kind of 
madness. Byt perhaps it was a useful madness 
since it moved Justice Holmes to declare: . 


If there is any principle of the Constitu- 
tion that more imperatively calls for attach- 
ment than any other it is the principle of 
free thought—not free thought for those 
who agree with us but freedom for the 
thought we hate. I think we should adhere 
to that principle with regard to admission 
into, as well as to life within, this country. 


There is a big stir now about the loyalty of 
scientists and others in the federal service. Not 
merely the past actions of these people, but also 
their thoughts—and even what a none too sym- 


pathetic or understanding investigator may deem | 
to be indications of their possible thoughts— 


are being scrutinized. They are being measured 
against a narrow and dubious orthodoxy. All, of 
course, in the name of national security. 

Without the least doubt, Russian expansion, 
especially by non-military means, is a grave 
threat against which full vigilance must be main- 
tained. The authorities should be well informed 
about those to whom vital matters may be en- 
trusted. But does this require the broadcasting 
of a malicious neighbor’s gossip? Does it demand 
the condemnation of a man because once he 
happened to read—or even to subscribe to—the 
New Masses, or because he gave a dollar for the 
Loyalist cause in Spain? 

Frustrating as Russian conduct now is to the 
West, is it not at least conceivable that the two 
elements should eventually find a way of living 
together in the same world? Would not some of 
the exaggerated fears, “the now-dreaded creeds” 
—-the phrase belongs to Holmes—then lose their 
power of provocation? 

Would we not then be ashamed of hasty as- 
sumptions, ill-founded suspicions, and excesses 
against civil rights and freedom of thought and 
opinion—as we now blush on recalling that the 
United States once denied citizenship to Rosika 
Schwimmer? 

Would it not be better to guard against ex- 
cesses now than to regret them 20 years hence? 
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Britain’s Quest for Know-How 

Sir Stafford Cripps announces that Britain 
will seek to improve its industrial production 
by utilizing American technical advice. This has 
brought cries of paine from a section of the 
British public. Although in a different field, 
this reaction recalls the yowls. of rage which 
usually greet visiting British authors who criti- 
cize the American cultural scene. There is little 
justification for protests on either side. 

British industrial practices in many fields long 
have lagged behind techniques in the United 
States and, normally, Germany. When the Brit- 
ish collected dividends on many billion dollars’ 


‘worth of foreign assets, and before their indus- 


trial plants had to compete in world trade with 
low-wage plants i1 India, Japan and other areas, 
Britain could afford. perhaps, to be lax about 
factory techniques. But if Britain now wants 
to remain a first-class power, industrially and 
militarily, it will have to catch step. 

Sir Stafford suggests that British engineers 
be sent to the United States to study American 
production methods. Such suggestions in the past 
were likely to meet the objection that this would 
merely make the Britons dissatisfied when they 
returned home—they wouldn’t have the mechan- 
ical resources for placing American techniques 
in effect. Sir Stafford apparently means. for 
Britain to acquire both the know-how and the 
machines.

Soviet home propaganda is largely com- 
posed of two elements: a call to civic duty 
and—flattery. 

The Russians are not, by nature, a dis- 
ciplined people, and, as we know from pre- 
revolutionary classical literature—Chekhov, 


Gorki, and the rest—what the Russian peo- ~ 


ple lacked then, above 
all else, was a true 
sense of citizenship. 
There was an elie- 
mentary patriotism, 
but among the peas- 
antry and the “obyva- 
teli”’—the “vegetating 
town-dweller” — the. 
sense of citizenship 
hardly existed. 


Today there is still 
a great deal of law- 
lessness and irre- Gorki 
sponsibility; thieving, for instance, 
a very common failing. But the Goverr- 
ment has been trying by every possible 
means to create a real sense of pride in 
“being a Soviet citizen.”

Basis for National Pride 


The war has greatly helped in this. In 
1945 every Russian was in truly self-con- 
gratulatory mood; and the official stories 
of the war now being written tend to con- 
vince the Soviet citizen that the Soviet 
Union won the war against Nazi Germany 
practically single-handed. To*be told this 
day after day, and to be told also that the 


Soviet Union has by far the best and most - 


advanced form of society, the best litera- 
ture and the best scientists, gives people a 
great deal of self-satisfaction. 


There is no doubt that a Soviet way of 
life, which the people largely believe will, 
in various ways, be superior to other “ways 
of life,” is developing. “Classless society” is 
not an entirely empty phrase. Certain 
groups have economic privileges that oth- 
ers have not, but the differences in accu- 
mulated wealth are much smaller now as 
a result of the monetary reform than they 
were last year, 


People who “live weli” now are those 
who have served the state particularly well. 
And this is more or less willingly accepted 
by all. When Russians speak of their way 
of life as more “democratic” than that ir 
capitalist countries, what they mean is that 
there is an almost complete disappearance 

eof “class conventions” and “class distinc- 

tions,” that the level of education, the 
standard of dress and, above all, the man- 
ner in which people talk to each other 
tend to become increasingly uniform.

And there is no doubt that, with the pub- 
licity given to new “prize novels” in the 
press, everybody has not only started read- 
ing these books but they have also become 
the subject of public discussions at schools, 
in factories, on collective farms. So willy 
nilly, everybody has either réad them or 
has heard a great deal about them. 


A Primitive, Preaching Art 


The charge of primitivism is the easiest 
to make against this literature, and when 
one looks back across the ages one finds 
the nearest equivalent to the modern So- 
viet nove] in the tragedies of Corneille, 
with their eternal conflict between “love and 
duty,” between the individual and the state.

“The hero of our present-day art is born 
into a society where class differences have 
been liquidated. The hero’s character does 
not deveiop in his struggle with society, as 
was the case with literature in the past, or 
with certain hostile groups, as was the case 
in our literature of the ’20s. ... Suciety 
has now given the hero every chance for 
his individual development, and if he fails 
it is his own fault. ... Some of our writers 
have tended to oversimplify matters by 
saying in effect that since the hero is a 
Soviet citizen he must automatically be 
good.” 


Old Masters for Relaxation 


This “character-forming and _ citizen- 
forming” literature is being produced on 
a large scale ndw and unquestionably pceo- 
ple are reading it. In a society whose lit- 
erature has even fewer “class distinctions” 
than real life, books, from our Western 


standpoint, inevitably cease to be exciting. 


They are, however, of interest to the Rus- 
sians, as part of their education, as it were. 
For relaxation they turn to Gogol or Gorki. 


It will be interesting to see to what ex- 
tent the satellite states will have this form 
of literature gradually inflicted on them. 
There is much resistance to it there. A 
Romanian Communist recently said to me 
of Simonov’s play on American press lords: 
“It's a funny thing, when Sartre writes 
about completely unreal things he makes 
them sound real; when Simonov _ writes 
about real things he makes them look un- 
real.” But Soviet literary theorists now 


¢laim-that Soviet novels will become psy- 


chologically more subtle. One wonders.

Yet enormous 
construction projects, entailing 
heavy outlays of steel, cement 
and timber, are needed to in- 
crease steel-making capacity.

‘Steel Production Lags. 


The U.S.S.R. made 13,100,000 
metric tons of steel in 1947. (A 
metric ton is slightly-more than 
the 2000-pound United States ton.) 
In 1940 Russia had made 18,300,000 
tons. By the end of the present 
five-year plan, in 1950, it hopes 
to produce 25,400,000 tons (which 
would still be well under one-third 
of the present United States rate).

N Malaya, the ire of progressive, non-Communist nationalists is 
aimed in two directions, They are angry with the Communists for 
having plunged ahead on their own with an armed terrorist upris- 
ing which has completely disrupted the nationalist coalition and 
resulted in a set of British emergency regulations which have over- 
night converted Malaya into a police state. They are angry with the 
British for interpreting these emergency regulations so bfoadly as to 


make almost any political and labor activity by non-Communists, and 


Although Britain’s Colonial Sec- 
retary, Arthur Creech-Jones, has 
stated that there hasn't been a 
postwar nationalist movement in 
Malaya, objective observers on the 
street feel that nationalism has 
been considérably heightened in 
Malaya, as in every other South- 
east Asian country. 

This nationalism has been com- 
plicated by Malaya’s peculiar eth- 
nic composition, The latest, 1947 
census figures show that of the 
almost 6,000,000 people in the Ma- 
layan Federation and Singapore, 
the easy-going Malays are a mi- 
nority of 2,500,000, which is out- 
numbered by the 2,600,000 Chinese 
who, together with the 600,000 


The Western powers would like 
to discover exactly what the 
Kremlin wants to accomplish with 
the blockade.

Official inquiries into the “pri- 
vate” affairs and political attitudes 
of apparently respectablé citizens 
were a novelty in the United 
States, and many persons found 
them repugnant. Such investiga- 
tions seemed to some citizens to 
constitute am unwarranted viola- 
tion of legitimate personal privacy, 
and the citizens failed to co-oper- 
ate with agents. 

Practical Jokes. 

A certain number of citizens 
used security investigations to 
play practical jokes on _ their 
friends—and on the agents making 
inquiries—by dreaming up wild 
and imaginary scandals about per- 
sons being investigated, and tell- 
ing these to agents as truth. 

Sometimes, officials handling 
secret information failed to take 
anything like adequate precautions 
to protect the data. Many offi- 
cials seemed to think all they had 
to,do to protect secret papers and

Four Main Questions. 

The things that the investigators 
wanted to know seemed to fall 
under four main headings: (1.)

There was a distinction 
between these two points, For ex- 
ample, one might be a patriotic 
American but still think the 
United States ought to have a 
Fascist or a Nazi form of govern- 
ment. (3.) Did he know how to 
‘keep a secret? (4.) Was he able 
to keep a secret? There is a dif- 
ference between these two points, 
too. A person might know all 
about the art of keeping a secret, 
but might drink too much and 
forget himself some time, or 
might be vulnerable to bribery or 
blackmail. s 

Anybody who is heavily in debt

Anybody who leads an unortho- 
dox sex life is also apt to be con- 
sidered a bad security risk, just 
as he is considered a bad life in- 
surance risk, too. This may show 
bad judgment, weak will power or 
vulnerability to bribery and black-~ 
mail. Security investigators asked 
neighbors what kind of a family 
and social life the person in ques- 
tion led. 

Keeping secrets is hard work. 
The most important part of it 
is not just suppressing true facts, 
but making the enemy believe 
false “facts” instead. This is the 
technique of “deception.” Few 
Americans have ever mastered it. 
Even the highest-ranking Army 
officers coiamitted startling 
breaches of security during the 


war. 

Capt. Butcher’s Diary Cited. 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower 
authorized his naval aide, Capt. 
Harry Butcher, U.S.N.R., to keep 
a diary in which Butcher wrote, 
day by day, some of the hottest 
secrets of the war. A page of 
this diary, telling some of the 
most important details of advance 
plans for the landings in North 
America, got lost, according to 
Butcher, and never was recover- 
ed. 

But even when each official 
and agency and officer did the 
best job possible, they often 
didn’t get together and compare 
notes and share information. 

The case of Carl Aldo Marzani 
is an example of this weakness 
in American security.

One of the functions of the 
U.N., Lie said, was to bring about 
change in the world peacefully 
instead of by force. 

“It has been so built,” he said, 
“that the old nationalisms of the 
Western world and the rising new 
nationalisms of Asia and the Far 
East can adjust themselves peace- 
fully to-each other. 

“It has been built to contain 
within peaceful bounds any kind 
of ideological competition, among 
capitalists, Communists socialists, 
Social Democrats, or adherents to 
any other economic or political 
faith, provided that one group 
does not attempt to impose its 
will upon the others by the threat 
or use of force.”

Subjected to Close Scrutiny. 

Former Communist agents are 
making charges against former 
OSS officials before congressional 
committees here which, if true, 
would indicate the agency’s se- 
curity as appallingly bad.

All I know from personal 
experience is that I was subjected

to be a strong novel. The au- 


thor’s style combines the natur- 


alistic and the fiercely introspec- 
ti¥e. Four characters, each one 


at ‘war with his environment, are: 
examined against: the lightly 
skptched-in background of a 
small town in the Middle West. 
As. one might guess from this 
set-up. it’s the old story of the 
sensitive soul floundering in a 
backwater of Philistinism. 

The distinguishing qualities of 
the four are their sensibilities 
and their resentment. As they 
have nothing else to commend 
them it must be supposed that 


the author’s intention is to make © 


a case against the community 
and to illustrate with a clear 
example, the brutality of Ameri- 


cah mores when confronted with . 


anybody who’s out of line. There 
is some effort to support such 
a theme but it is not carried far. 
Indeed the focus on the central 
characters is so strong that 
everybody else who moves in 
and out of the narrative is no 
more than a shadow. 

What is left then are four 
vivid if not clear portraits: Jim 
Miller, the veteran who lost a 
leg and who returns, with the 
smell of death still on him, to 
his home town; Len Sharpe, the 
scholarly and embittered Negro 
boy; Genevieve Aronson, -the 
librarian and member of the 
only Jewish family in the com- 
munity; and Petey Jordan, a 
sophomoric adolescent girl with 
dreams of the rich and signifi- 
cant life out in the great world. 

Each is strongly projected but 
the explanation of their fre- 
quently arbitrary behavior is 
not always logical unless a part- 
ly justified grudge is supposed 
to’cover everything. Len Sharpe, 
for instance, is black and a little 
*‘tabove himself” and he natural- 
ly finds the going hard. But 
he achieves a kind of spiritual 
poise by setting fire to a house 
and then, after hiding out for 
a while, giving himself up in 
sight of the whole town. By this 
act, we are told, he has placed 
himself on an equal plane of 
guilt with the white ruling class 
which has humiliated him. With 
the score thus evened he faces 
the future with a new dignity. 
Jim Miller relieves his inward 
torment with (1) a visit to a Ne- 
gro bordello, (2) an act that 
amounts to a criminal assault on 
Petey Jordan and (3) an equally 
abrupt, though more gratefully 
actepted, passage-at-arms with 
Miss Aronson. These experi- 
ences, I suppose, must also be re- 
garded as homeopathic—violence 
to neutralize violence—for Jim, 
téo, now seems purged and

ly confined resentment will al- 
ways take an erratic direction 
when it explodes outwardly, that 
still doesn’t make the action de- 
scribed anything more than a 
freakish psychological non se- 
quitur.

An- 
other is that persecution—even 
if mild and unconscious—confers 
dignity and interest on the 
persecuted. You might forgive 
even unallowable assumptions if 
they were clearly stated and, in 
one way or another, skillfully de- 
fended. 

So “Find Me in Fire,” to me, 
is a strong throw but a bad miss. 


Essays on Anthropology 


MAGIC, SCIENCE AND RELIGION 
AND OTHER ESSAYS, by Bronislaw 
Malinowski. (Beacon Press, Boston, 
Mass., and the Free Press, Glencoe, 
Ill., 327 pgs., $3.50.) 

HE two publishers named 

Teter have recently under- 

taken the reprinting of a 
number of important works not 
easily available to present-day 
readers. Most of these works 
date from the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries. 

They are largely in the fields of 

philosophy and social science. 


The present book is a collec- 
tion of fine essays by the well- 
known Polish ~ anthropologist, 
Bronislaw Malinowski, plus aa 
introduction by Robert Redfield 
of the University of Chicago. The 
problems discussed are of inter- 
est to a wide range of potential 
readers, but unhappily the style 
and the data employed are not 
likely to appeal to a very large 
audience. Most of the papers 
presume a knowledge of anthro- 
pology which the average citizen 
does not possess. But this.very 
fact makes the volume of special 
value to students of this field 
who want to have easy access to 
Malinowski’s essays on the re- 
lations between magic, science 
and. religion, myth in primitive 
society, the problem of meaning 
in primitive language, and the 
contributions of anthropology to 
an understanding of war. 

In these essays Malinowski 
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made special use of material he 
gathered while living in the 
Trobriand Islands of the South 
Pacific. But he did not merely 
describe what he saw and heard; 
he used his data as evidence 
bearing on several gencral prob- 
lems of great significance. Hence 
those who are really students of 
the social sciences will welcome 
this collection of papers. The 
average reader will do better to 
select one of the general texts 
such as those by Linton, Kroeb- 
er, Gillin, or Herskovits.

America.” He presents not only 
his own experiences but those of 
many other Filipinos as they 
sought employment in the 
limited fields open to these 
people on the West Coast. He 
comments extensively upon the 
social consequences of restrictive 
covenants which have made the 
living conditions of the Filipinos 
extremely difficult. .He explains 
the problems arising from the 
mass importation of male Fili- 
pino laborers. 
He discusses the ‘struggle 
which “ his. fellow countrymen 
have undergone to gain the lim- 


‘ited social recognition and eco- 


nomic stability which they now 
have attained. The author de- 
votes considerable space to A 
discussion of the racial origins 
of the Filipinos, maintaining 
that they are Malays, brown in 
color, and not the same as the 
yellow - skinned oriental Chi- 
nese and Japanese. He adopts 
the over-worked method of cit- 
ing achievements of individual 
Filipinos to prove that as a peo- 
ple they have all of the abilities 
of peoples of other racial stock. 


This narrative is a curious 
hodge podge of personal and 
group experiences wherein Amer- 
icans who exploit Filipinos are 
indicted and honest employers 
are praised. At times Buaken 
shows marked naivete. At other 
times, he presents mature views. 
He does not seem to have real- 
ized that the “cruel exploitation” 
of the Filipinos does not differ 
greatly from that which the 
Okies and many other Americans 
working in the lumber, fruit, 
vegetable and cannery industries 
of the West Coast have experi- 
enced. The part of his indict- 
ment dealing with discriminatory 
laws and* law enforcement in 
California is undoubtedly valid. 
The book is "marred throughout 
by many typographical errors 
and grammatical blunders which 
could have been eliminated by 
careful editing. Mr. » Buaken’s 
cure for the suffering of the 
Filipinos who wish to live in the 
United States is the age-old 
remedy of the recognition and 
practice by all of the brother- 
hood of man.

T HE late Paul Valery was one 
poets of our time. He was 

the author, too, of a sensitive 


novel and of a considerable num- 


ber of critical studies. But he 
also professed an interest in the 
broader affairs of the world, and 
that’s another story. 


This bodk is supposed to con- 
tain his most important. com- 
ments on history, politics and 
the affairs of men between 1895 
and 1945. Read uncritically 
they may seem fairly impressive, 
perhaps even broadly prophetic 
of troubles to come. Closer ex- 
amination, however, dispels this 
Most of the pieces 


wordy and sometimes down- 
right stupid. Paul Valery was a 
poet, not a philosopher of his- 
tory. 

In an essay on liberty he hard- 
ly raises any problems with 
which others have not wrestled 
and which, in the main,’ have not 
been resolved at least to the sat- 
isfaction of the workaday world. 
When he talks about the changes 
wrought by the machine age, 
and when he “discovers” that 
the world has no more land left 
for the exploitation of colonizing 
nations, he is almost naive.

LONDON, Aug. 7 (AP)—America won its tenth track and field 
championship—the 1600-meter relay—and completed a near sweep of 
water honors with three more victories today as the curtain came 
down on these two major features of the Olmpic games. 


The international competition, 
however, continues through next 
week with titles yet to be de- 


termined in rowing, boxing, yacht- 
ing and numerous other sports. 

Already an overwhelming leader 
in the unofficial team scoring 
with 440% points, Uncle Sam’s tal- 
ented athletes were deprived of a 
chance of adding to their stagger- 
ing conquests when the 400 meter 
relay team was disqualified after 
scoring a ten-yard triumph. 

Dean Cromwell, head coach of 
the U.S. Track and Field forces 
in the Olympic Games, lodged an 
official protest against the dis- 
qualification of the U.S. team in 
the 400 meter relay for illegal 
passing of the baton. 

America won top honors in 
track and field with 188 points, 
men’s swimming with 122 and 
women’s swimming with 68. 

The American team of Art 
Harnden, Cliff 
Cochran and Mal Whitfield ran 
the 1600 meters—a jaunt just ten 
yards short of a mile—in 3:10.4.

He was elected leader of the 
National Liberal party on its first 
ballot today. As leader of this 
dominant Canadian party, he au- 
tomatically will become Prime 
Minister when King retires, prob- 
ably about the end of this year. 
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| He defeated two candidates, 
| James Garfield Gardiner, Minister 
| for Agriculture, and C. C, Power, 
former Air Minister. 

| St. Laurent, former corporation 
lawyer from Quebec, is 66 years 
old. He will be the first French- 
Canadian Prime Minister Canada 
has had since Sir Wilfred Laurier 
in 1919. 

‘The Liberal party convention 
gave St. Laurent 848 votes, Gar- 
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diner 323, and Power 56. A simple 
majority was all that was needed, 
After the vote was read to the 
delegates, both Gardiner and 
Power accepted the decision with 
statements that they. would co- 
operate fully and do everything 
possible to aid in any capacity. 
Smooth-spoken, grey-haired St. 
Laurent in a speech bidding for 
the nomination by the delegates 
earlier this afternoon’ spoke’ both 
in French and English, urging 
above all else national unity. The 
touchy question in Canada is the 
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ever-present feeling between its 
French and English speaking pop- 
ulations. St. Laurent declared both 
the French and English popula- 
tions are “here to stay” and urged 
them hold together. 


Although King ostensibly stayed 
aloof ‘from the race for the leader- 
ship which he is resigning because 
of age and health, word has been 
going around for a long time that 


| St. Laurent was his man. 


In his retirement speech yester- 
day, King told the convention he 
still hoped to be of use to the 
party and to the nation in the 
role of kind of an elder states- 
man. At 73 he is going to write 
his memoirs of more than 21 years 
as Prime Minister and more than 
29 years as Liberal party leader. 

St. Laurent is the son of a 
country general store merchant. 
His entry into King’s cabinet‘in 
1941 was his first ventire into 
politics. 

Although St. Laurent is regard- 
ed by Canadians as a true French- 
speaking resident, he is really half 
Trish. His mother was Mary Ann 
Broderick, whose parents came 
from Galway. 

St. Laurent has said that when 


he was young he did not know 


there were two official languages 
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in Canada. “I just thought there 
| was one way to talk to my father 
and another to talk 
mother,” he explained.

Wilhelmina of Holland, for 50 Years 
a Queen, Steps Down Next Month in 


Favor of Daughter, Juliana — Latter 
More Democratic Than Her Mother

THE HAGUE, Holland. Aug. 7. 
ULIANA of Orange will take 
PS a desk as well as a throne 
when she succeeds her mother 
as Queen of Holland next month. 
The desk is a very important 
part of the royal job in Holland. 
The Dutch have a constitutional 
monarchy, but the Queen is no 
rubber stamp. Sixty-seven-year-old 
Wilhelmina, who is abdicating aft- 
er 50 years on the throne in favor 
of her 39-year-old daughter, has 


been a Queen in the tradition of 
Victoria of England whom, inci- 
dentally, she knew and visited in 
the previous century. 

One Dutch official, in making 
this comparison to Victoria, said 
of Wilhelmina, as we sat talk- 
ing over a glass of Dutch gin: 
“The old Queen used to know state 
affairs better than some of her 
ministers. I have seen more than 
cne minister tremble in her pres- 
ence, because he could not answer 
her questions.” 

Juliana, the Dutchman said, is 
just like her mother.. Now that 
the Crown Princess has become 
regent “she calls cabinet minis- 
ters to see her and asks them 
very pertinent questions.” She is 
“knee deep in papers now, get- 
ting ready to take over the job 
of Queen—God help her!” 

The moral influence of the 
House of Orange on Dutch affairs 
is so strong that if the Queen dis- 
agrees with her ministers, it takes 
a real compromise to resolve the 
situation. 

Wilhelmina’s official reason for 
quitting the throne is “The burden 
of increasing years,” but Dutch- 
men who know say this is not the 
whole reason. They say the 
Queen has had numerous disagree- 
ments with her government since 
the war. 

“She is a lot more conservative 
in her ideas for sowing the Dutch 
East Indies and other postwar 
problems than the government 
which is part Socialist,” they say. 

In a radio address announcing 
her approaching abdication, Wil- 
helmina appealed for unity “in 
these times of violence and dan- 
ger” and admonished her people 
to “conquer the spirit which mani- 
fests itself in the actions and 
neglect which handicapped fre- 
sistance in the war years and 
even cost the lives of so Many 
good Hollanders, and which is still 
present in our people.” 

At the same time, Wilhelmina

expressed confidence in the ability 
of her daughter who has “the 
advantage of young, fresh powers 
and a wise insight.” 

Juliana’s responsibilities ulti- 
mately will include not only com- 
plicated affairs of state but the 
management of her mother’s huge 
personal fortune which she will 
inherit at Wilhelmina’s death. 


Wilhelmina is a multi-million- 
airess. She is one of the world’s 
richest women. One American in 
Holland estimated her total wealth 
at $175,000,000. Included in her 
holdings is a large block of apart- 
ments in Washington, D.C., and 
numerous American stocks and 
bonds. 

Juliana, en only child, was born 
on April 30, 1909, eight years aiter 
Wilhelmina’s marriage with 
Prince Henry of Meckienburg- 
Schwerin. 

Juliana attended the University 
of Leyden, in the best tradition 
of the Orange dynasty, where she 
majored in philosophy and liter- 
ature and, incidentally, made 
many friends to whom she still 
writes, but it is her mother who 
has trained her in the special re- 
sponsibilities of quetnhood. 

Wilhelmina will spend the com- 
ing season at her favorite sum- 
mer palace of Het Loo near Apel- 
doorn. But for months at a time, 
mother, daughter and son-in-law 
have lived under the same royal 
roof at Soestdijk (pronounced 
Soosdike) so that the Queen could 
more conveniently instruct Juli- 
ana. 

Like her mother, Juliana mar- 
ried a German prince, Personable 
young Prince Bernhard Zur-Bies- 
terfeld, a year younger than Juli- 
ana, was well launched on a busi- 
ness aareer before he married into 
the Dutch royal family. He was 
employed in the Paris office of 
the German chemical company, I. 
G. Farben, It was a love match, 
consummated in January, 1937, 
after the young couple met in 
Switzerland.

ERNHARD, who will bé Prince 
B of The Netherlands when Juli- 
ana becomes Queen, shares her 
burdens and exercises considerable 
influence oyer her, as Albert did 
with Victoria. 

The great. disappointment of 
their marriage is that they have 
not yet produced a son. .

As an only child, Juliana has 
known since childhood that one 
day she would be Queen.

UCH of the credit for keep-

In one instance 
his generosity got him into a mis- 
understanding with the United 
States Government. He sold Henry 
Ford some of his Upper Peninsula 
iron and timber holdings, reaping 
a total profit on the deal of $1,- 
429,000. Osborn said he received 
less than $300,000 of this, the re- 
mainder being divided among 24 
persons, principally members of 
the Osborn family. 

The Government claimed that 
the relatives had made no actual 
contribution to the deal and that 
hence the profits were all Os- 
born’s. He owed, insisted the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue, an addi- 
tional $428,643 in taxes. Testify- 
ing es to why his brother Eugene 
and other relatives were included 
in the deal, Osborn said:. “They 
were made a part of my life in 
many deals before this. I have 
been the one who, perhaps, was 
gifted to make money, and they 
have done much work to help me 
‘in all the things I have achieved. 

The court conceded that Os- 
born’s was a “praiseworthy atti- 
tude.” but ruled against him. 

Osborn’s philanthropies have by 
no means been limited to money. 
He has given away lakes, farms, 
boats, automobiles, horses, surgical 
operations, trips to Europe, and at 
least 30 islands. For a time in 
his life he accumulted Great Lakes 
Yelands with a collector's mania. 
Finally he got the habit of giving 
them away. He gave Tulane Uni- 
versity one that was said to be 
worth half & million dollars. Oc- 
casionally, when he gave an island 
to someone who didn’t know what 


Educational institutions have 


‘been particularly fortunate at his 


hands, and he has done right well 
at theirs. His gifts, chiefly to 
Tulane, University of Michigan, 
Northwestern and Purdue, run into 
millions. In recognition of his 
erudition and his generosity, he 
has received at least nine honorary 
degrees. He regards Purdue as 
his alma mater, although hig ca- 
reer there was brief. This was 
back when Purdue was just get- 
ting started.

The Late Eleanor Medill Patter- 
son, Spectacular Publisher of 
Washington Times-Herald, Was 
Tough Boss, but Her Will Made 
Millionaires of 7 of Her Staff

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7. 

HEN the will of the late Mrs. 

Eleanor Medill (Cissy) Pat- 

terson, publisher of the Wash- 
ington Times-Herald was _ read 
last week, seven newspaper men 
found themselves suddenly made 
millionaires, 

Unpredictable in death as she 
was in life, the woman who had 
made a career out of being can- 
tankerous spurned the legacy pat- 
tern of the rich, who usually leave 
all their money to their already 
well-heeled relatives, and directed 
that her $8,000,000 newspaper 
property be divided in equal 
shares among the seven men she 
had singled out from among the 
hundreds of her hired help. 

An eighth man missed the boat 
and a million dollars because he 
had dared to disagree with the im- 
perious Cissy a little more than 
a year ago. A codicil to the will 
shows that publisher Patterson 
cut him out without a cent a few 
days after he left her paper. 

The gift of her newspaper to the 
seven employes was a last dra- 
mati¢ act entirely in keeping with 
the spectacular career of the 
tempestuous, fire-breathing wunor- 
thodox Cissy. She cut her own 
pattern for life. She knew that 
she was one of the most powerful 
women in America and also proba- 
bly one of the most hated. 

“The trouble with me,” she is 
said to have -once reflected, “is 
that I am a vindictive, old, shanty- 
Irish so-and-so, I just cannot have 
friends more than six months.” 

Cissy Patterson once estimated 
that “my employes are about even- 


’ ly divided—those who swear by me 


and those who swear at me.” 

But when she died on July 24, 
there was genuine sorrow among 
her employes. Michael Flynn, the 
Times-Herald’s executive manag- 
ing editor said: “She was a hell of 
~ sight better newspaperman than 

am.” ' : 

Fiynn, who had weathered ‘all 
the Patterson storms in the 18 
years since Cissy took over the 
paper in 1930, was one of the 
seven employes who suddenly 
‘found himself a millionaire. 

Others were William C. Shelton, 
general manager, who began his 
neWspaper career carrying a paper 
route; Frank C. Waldrop, editor- 
in-chief, who once worked as a 
reporter for Mrs. tterson; Ed-

Medill, founder of the Chicago 
Tribune, Cissy Patterson was 46 
years old when she decided to be- 
come a newspaperwoman, Her 
cousin Bertie McCormick, of the 
Chicago Tribune, and her late 
brother, Joe Patterson, of the 
New York Daily News, were will- 
ing to give her a job provided 
she would start at the bottom and 
learn the business. 


But Cissy had her cye on the 


top. Through her friend Arthur 
Brisbane, bigwig in. the Hearst 
empire, she got William Randolph 
Hearst to give her the job as edi- 


‘tor of the Washington Herald. 


While the staff of the Washing- 
ton Herald groaned over being 
bossed by a society matron, Cissy 
waded in. Within a few hours 
after taking over, she produced 
her first story for the Herald, It 
was an attack on Mrs. Alice 
Roeosevelt Longworth, with whom 
Cissy had been socially feuding 
since her debutante days. 
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ITH her story written on the 
W back of an old telephone book 
because she couldn’t locate any 
writing paper at the moment, she 
called veteran editor Fiynn and 
gave him the piece. Cissy said 
she wanted it run-on page one in 
a box. Flynn groaned but did his 
new boss’s bidding. Soon all Wash- 
ington was talking — and buying 
the Herald to see what person 
Cissy had picked out for her ver- 
bal bludgeoning for the day. 
In 1939, Cissy bought outright 
from Hearst the morning Herald 
and the ev@hing Times and com-

Another of Mrs. Patterson's 
most violent hates was her one- 
time son-in-law, Columnist Drew 
Pearson. Always violently anti- 
British, Cissy disagreed with Pear- 
son, who urged aid for Britain, 
and in May 1942, she told her 
staff to kill his column. The bat- 
tle between Pearson and his ex- 
mother-in-law was on. Through 
the pages of the Times-Herald 
there ran a succession of head- 
lines in which Mrs. Patterson al- 
ways identified Pearson as “The 
Headache Boy.” 


But even in the heat of battle, 
Pearson retained his respect for 
his erstwhile mother-in-law’s abil- 
ity as a newspaper woman. On 
the occasion of her death he 
wrote: “A great lady died tae 
other day—a lady who had caused 
me much happiness—and much 
pain. She was my former mother- 
in-law Eleanor Patterson, who 
used to write about me in such 
scathing terms that even the very 
frank Time Magazine had to in- 
terpret them with dots and dashes. 
And although I never answered 
her, I. want to write about her 
now because she represented a 
great newspaper cycle which may 
be cOming to an end.” 

Born. to. great wealth, Cissy 
found little real happiness in her 
life. Married in the great duPont 
Circle mansion, which was the 
temporary White House during 
the Coolidge Administration and 
which in her ‘will she left to the 
Red Cross, Cissy was as deter-

mined on her choice of a husband, 
the Polish-Russian Count Josef 
Gizycka, as her friends and rela- 
tives were determined against it. 

Her only child Felicia was born 
in the Count’s castle :n the —us- 
sian Ukraine three years® later. 
Two years after the birth of the 
child, the White House interceded 
with the Czar to remove the child 
from the father’s keeping and 
Cissy and her child came back 
home to live. 

To her daughter, Mrs. Patterson 
left a yearly income of $25,000 a 
year for life, her estates in Long 
Island and North Dakota, and 
most of her furniture and personal 
effects. To her granddaughter, 
Ellen Pearson Arnold, born to 
Columnist Pearson and the Coun- 
tess Felicia, who were later di- 
vorced, she left no specfic bequest 
in her will, stating that she had 
made her granddaughter “a sub- 
stantial gift during my lifetime.” 

Although married for a second 
time in 1925, to the late Elmer 
Schlesinger, a Chicago lawyer, she 
preferred the name Patterson, her 
maiden name, and had it restored 


by court order. -

LTOGETHER Mrs. Patterson 
maintained homes whose com- 
bined space numbered 90 rooms. 

She died at the famous Dower 
House, her country estate in Mary- 
land, which che left to her friend 
and neighbor, Ann Bowie Smith. 
Another close friend, Mrs, Lawr- 
ence Wood “Evie” Robert received 
her Washington business properties 
and the famous Patterson black 
pearl earrings and necklace and a 
sable scarf. 

Rhoda Christmas, horsewoman 
and Times-Herald columnist, was 
given all of Mrs. Patterson’s 
herses and dogs, including her 
constant companion, a French 
poodle she called “Butch,” and 
the circus palomiho stud, “War 
Chief” which Mrs. Patterson res- 
cued from starvation when the 
Tim McCoy wild west show went 
broke in Washington several years 
ago. To her niece, Josephine 
Reeve Albright, she left her ranch 
in Wyoming near Jackson Hole. 

But the pride of all her posses- 
sions, the Washington Times- 
Herald, which makes a_ yearly 
profit of a million before taxes, 
she left to the seven men she 
thought could best perpetuate her 
paper in the tradition ‘she had 
carved for it. 

Overnight, when she died at the 
age of 63, lonely and insomniac, 
she created seven new millionaifes 
in this country. 

It was an act unexpected and 
surprising. The results would have 
pleased Cissy. The story made the 
front page of nearly every paper 
in. the country.

Adoption in Federal Legislation of the Com- 


Principle Opens « 


. Way for Tax Saving. 


Law offices here are busy these 
days with orders from wealthy 
clients to revise their wills so 
as to take advantage of the sav- 
ings in federal estate taxes made 
possible by the Revenue Act of 
1948, an investigation has dis- 
closed. © 

No change has been made in 
the tax itself, which ranges up 
to 77 per cent, or in the exemp- 


tion of the first $60,000 of the 
. The tax savings device, 
of benefit only tognarried persons, 
is the new marital deduction. 


It was enacted by the Lightieth 
Congress with the apparent intent 
of placing all states of the union 
on the same footing as the com- 
munity property states in which 
each spouse igs deemed to own 
one-half of all property prossessed 
by the pair. 

The marital deduction amounts 
to a maximum of one-half of the 
estate provided this one-half is 
left outright to a surviving spouse 
or is left in trust for such spouse. 
In the latter event, the will must 
provide that the beneficiary shall 
receive all income from the trust, 
at least once annually, and is 
given the unrestricted right 
either to withdraw principal dur- 
ing her life or to dispose of the 
principal by her will. The act 
applies equally to wives or hus- 
bands who die leaving estates. 


Careful Drawing of Will. 

. Since the act is specific with 
respect to the marital deduction, 
a will must be carefully drawn 
to take advantage of it. That is 
why many lawyers have been 
swamped lately with requests to 
redraw wills. The savings possi- 
ble make the revisions well worth 
while if the testator is worth in 
excess of $60,000. 


Take the case of John Doe who 
dies after Jan. 1, 1948, leaving a 
net estate (after deduction of 
debts and expenses of administra- 
tion) of $500,000. If he leaves his 
entire estate outright to his wife 
or in trust for her with unrestrict- 
ed power of appointment, the es- 
tate must pay an inheritance tax

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of $47,700 at his death. This 
amount represents the Federal tax 
on an estate of $250,000, one-half 
the amount left by Doe. The other 
half represents the marital deduc- 
tion on which no tax liability ac- 
crues. 


If Mrs. Doe preserves the es- 
tate intact (it is now $452,000 or 


$500,000 less the tax of $47,700) it 


will be subject to a tax of $111,236 
on her death since it is her ab- 


two children. The estate will not 
enjoy the marital deduction and 
will be taxed on his death at its 
full value.. The tax on such an 
estate is $126,500 but no further 
tax is imposed at Mrs. Doe's 
death. This method of disposition 
thus effects a saving over the 
first one described, 


A third method, however, is 
cheaper than either. In this one, 
Doe takes maximum advantage 
of the marital deduction by be- 
queathing one-half the estate out- 
right to Mrs. Doe and the other 
half, out of which taxes are to 
be paid, to the two sons. Or he 
can place one-half in trust for 
Mrs. Doe with the provision that 
she receive all the income and the 
right either to withdraw principal 
during her life or to dispose of the 
principal by her will. 

If he wishes his wife to enjoy 
the income from the entire estate 
during her lifetime, he can limit 
her power of appointment to the 
one-half represented by the mari- 
tal deduction. Thus, his will 
would govern the disposition of 
one-half and she would dispose 
of the other half in her will. 


In either event, the estate will 
be taxed $47,700 (the tax on $250,- 
000) at his death and another $47,- 
700 on her death or a total of only 
$95,400. The deferment of the tax 
on the marital deduction until Mrs. 
Doe’s death is itself quite a saving. 
Thus Mrs. Doe would enjoy the 
interest on the $47,700 for as long 
as she lives. At 2% per cent, this 
would be close to $100 a month. 

Saving in Large Estate. 

The larger the estate, the great- 
er the saving would be. Thus, on 
an estate of $5,060,000, the first 
method of disposition described

Although the current revenue act 
makes possible comparable tax 
savings on gifts by married per- 
sons, local trust companies report 
little increase'in gifts. Under the 
new law, if'a husband or wife 
makes a gift to the other, only 
half of the total amount of the 
gift will be considered a gift for 


gift tax purposes. The act also 
provides that if either husband or 
wife makes a gift to someone else, 
the gift will be regarded as being 
made one-half by the husband and 
one-half by the wife.

The committee 
saw the contrast between rela- 
tively clear water in Wind river 
and the brown liquid mud rush- 
ing in from Fivemile creek, 

Depth of Silt. 

Sloan expressed belief that 
stoppage of erosion along this 
creek would cut out at least half 
of the silt which would accumu- 
late behind Boysen dam. One- 
third of the normal storage 
capacity of the Boysen reser- 
voir uld be reserved for silt 
accumulation, The silt is flowing 
past the dam site now in the 
volume of 2400 acre-feet a year, 
Sloan said. That volume would 
cover a square mile to a depth 
of 45 inches in a single year. 

If the silt can be cut down, 
Sloan pointed out, there would be 
more water available in the fu- 
ture for power generation at the 
dam. Among the prospective uses 
of the power is to pump water in 
the Riverton area to higher 
benches of land, in order to con- 
vert still more sagebrush waste 
into fertile fields, to save more 
soil, and to raise more food for 
a hungry world,

ED raspberry sherbet made in a hand-cranked freezer 
can be as smooth and velvety as one that is.made 
commercially. Lester Pfeiffer, ice cream production 

manager of Food Center of St. Louis, Incorporated, makes 
this sherbet in large quantities in an electric machine which 
does the freezing in approximately 11 minutes. His recipe 
and procedure can be followed with good results by users 
of hand-operated freezers. 

First step in making the sherbet is to dissolve sugar 
and dextrose in cold water. Softened gelatin and water 
then are heated and stirred only until gelatin has melted. 
The two liquids are combined and allowed to stand at
